BECAME CRAZY 
BY HYPNOTISM 


Mrs. Mink Dies in Asylum 
After Horrible 
Suffering, 


Monmouth, . Iils., April 6.—(Special..)— 
Mrs. Marshall Mink, who, with her hus- 
band, was hypnotized by reading Profes- 
sor Harraden’s books of hypnotism, died 
at Waterntown asylum today. 

The case is one of the most peculiar 
and mystifying ever known to the medi- 
cal fraternity. The victims were under 
thirty years of age and are parents of 
two children. Both were sound mentally 
and physically. Recently they saw an 
advertisement of Professor Harradan, of 
Jackson, Mich., who purported to teach 
hypnotism in a twenty-lesson mail course. 
The Minks sent for the books. In the 
first lesson both: became partially under 
hypnotic influence and for several days 
they continued in that state, both en- 
deavoring to wield their will power over 
the other. The husband at last secured 
control over his wife, and both were 
brought here. 

The case puzzled the physicians. A 
local hypnotist partially succeeded in re- 
storing Mrs. Mink to her normal state, 
but only for a brief period. She became 
worse and was sent to the asylum. - 

Superintendent Taylor says the case 
developed into the most violent mania 
he had ever seen. The patients’ suffer- 
ings were terrible. She imagined ‘sne 
had been melted into a liquid state, 
turned into stone and born again. She 
continued worse and sank into a coma- 
tose state from which she never rallied. 


IT IS GAMBLING, 
SAYS THE JUDGE 


Dealers in Futures Should 
Not Appeal to Courts of 
+. Conscience. 


St. Louis, Apri 6.—Injunctions sought 
by the Chicago Board of trade to estab- 
lish the ownership of the quotations’ on 
the future prices of grain and other 
commodities were denied by Judge Adams 
in the Unitéd States district court today, 
and the dealing in futures was ocn- 
demned. 

The injunctions were asked for in June, 
1901. against the Donovan and Cella com- 
mission companies of St. Louis. In the 
application for the injunction the board 
of trade alleged that the quotations for 
futures were given to the tele- 
graph companies by the board of 
trade under a contract which pro- 
hibited their sale .to bucket shops 
and that the firms named as  de- 
fendants were bucket shops and were 
not. entitled to the quotations, which were 
then being delivered to them by some 
agency then unknown. These two cases, 
brought for the purpose of making tests, 
were ddismissed by Judge Adams. in 
the decision. Judge Adams said: 

“The main question argued and the one 
which underlies the whole case is 
whether the property right, whatever 
complainant may have in the ‘continu- 
ous quotations’ in question is so tainted 
with unsavoriness as to precluude resort 
to a court of equity by the complainant 
for its protection.”’ 

‘“T am satisfied,” reads the op'nioa, 
“that many of the so-called sales for 
future deliveries, which furnish: the basis 
of the quotations, are entirely gambling 
transactions. 

‘The property which the complainant 
asks this court. to protect by. its injunc- 
tive process is the right to monopolize 
the speedy dissemination of information 
instructing the public what wagers are 
being made on the future price of grain 
and other commodities by the members 
of the Chicago board of trade. 

“Information of the prices, made in 
other parts, of exchange in grain and 
other provisions for actual consumption 
or export,.or even for the;purposes of 
holding -for speculative profits in cases 
where the grain of other provisions are 
delivered in fact of aré intended to be de- 
livered, might, and undoubtedly would, 
be very valuable to the public and such 
information would promote legitimate 
trade and commerce; but :the other kind 
of information, conveying intelligence as 
to the wagers that are made In the ‘piis,’ 
in my opinion has no legitimate tendency 
to promote the commerce of the country, 
but, 6n the contrary, tends only to excite 
the gambling propensities of the public. 
Such is not a species of property which 
appeals to a court of conscience for pro: 
tection. 

‘The bills in both cases must be ds- 
missed.”’

Fleischmann’s plurality is 16,620; majority 
122,001. -The council and scheol board 
each stand twenty republicans. to four 
democrats. The entire republican city 
ticket, including all the boards, was 
elected by about the same vote as that 
of Fleishmann. The villages of Bond- | B® 
hill, Evanston, Hyde Park and Winton 
Place were annexed to Cincinnati by a de- 
cisive vote. 

Praud Is Charged. 

Meiville E. Ingalls, the fusion candi- 
date for mayor, heard the returns to- 
night at the Queen City Club and de- 
clined to make a formal statement, but 
his colleagues on the fusion ticket stated 
that the result was due to the superior 
organization of the republicans in a city 
normally a-republican stronghold; fraud- 
ulent registration. repeating and corrup- 
tion.‘ They insisted that the fusion or- 
ganization would be cuntinued and per- 
fected. 

Mayor Julius Fleischmann said: 

“The election of the entire republican 
ticket is a victory for the people of Cin- 
cinnati, They have filed protest against 
the defamation of their fair ndme. This 
triumph means not only that Cincinnati 
will continue to progress as she has 
progressed during the past three years, 
but it means that the next governor will 
be a republican, that Marcus A. Hanna 
will be returned to the senate ang that 
Theodore Roosevelt will be the next pres- 
ident of the United States.” 

Results Throughout Ohio. 

While the republicans had material 
gains in the municipal. election in Ohio 
today, they did not secure: many changes 
in the administration of the cities. ‘The 
most notable exception was at Columbus, 
where Mayor Hinkle, democrat, was stc- 
ceeded by Jeffrey, republican. The may- 
ors of all the large cities except Colum- 
bus were reelected. The republicans re- 
tained control of Cincinnati and the dem- 
ocrats ofCleveland, and Samuel M. Jones 
was elected as an. independent for the 
fourth time as mayor of Toledo. The 
democrats elected their tickets at Dayton, 
Sandusky, Chillicothe, Hamilton - and 
other cities normally democratic, and the 
republicans . at.  Stuebenville, 
town, Warren, Ironton, Portsmouth and 
other towns that they have heretofore 
controlled. The winning tickets were of 
either of the dominant parties. The fu- 
sion tickets, as a rule, were defeated in 
a dozen or more cities where they were 
in the field. One of the most notable 
gains of the republicans wags at Mains- 
field, and of the democrats at Spring- 
field, were local issues controlled results, 
as was the case in most of the changes. 

Puts Johnson to Fore. 

There is much diversity of opinion as 
to the effect of these municipal elections 
upon the next republican nomination for 
governor, but it is conceded that Mayor 
Tom L. Johnson, of Cleveland, will now 
become a formidable candidate of the 
democratic nomination for governor a few 
months hence. The Ingalls organization 
will be continued with a view of making 
him the democratic opponent of Hanna 
for the sematorship.

last night for an attempted assauit on 
Mrs. W. H. Neeley, a white woman, who 
resides about 7 miles west of town. This 
attempt occurred last Friday and the 
negro was arrested Saturday and taken 
before Mrs Neeley, who was positive in 
her identification. 

Shortly after midnight a mob broke into 
the county jail and, taking Turner ont, 
strung him to a limb in front of the court 
house, where several other negroes have 
been lynched at different times in the his- 
tory of this town. Turner denied his guilt 
to the last, notwithstanding his identifi- 
cation by Mrs. Neeley. here was little 
noise and parties residing next door fail- 
ed to hear the disturbance attending the 
lynching. Not a shot was fired and the 
body of the negro was left for the coro- 
ner, who cut it down this forenoon and 
held an inquest, which developed that 
the lynching’ was at.the hands of un- 
known parties.

ROBBED HIS FRIENDS 


OF NEARLY $200,000 


Wasted Trust Money and Paid Divi- 
dends Out of His Own Pockets. 
He vided for Mrs. Bur- 
dick Out of His Life 
Insurance Money. 


Buffalo, N. Y., April 6—This afternoon 
there is published a story in which it is 
alleged that Arthur R. Pennell, who was 
killed in an automobile accident on March 
10, was a defaulter to the extent of from 
$150,000 to $200,000, 

The story, it is said, leaked out as 
the result of a legal dispute over two 
life insurance policies and is to the ef- 
fect that Pennell induced friends in the 
east who had known his family and the 
family of his wife to place money in his 
hands for investment. He acted, in fact, 
as thelr financial agent. He would in- 


form them of some good investment, | 


which he had come across, which would 
pay an excellent rate of interest, and 
they would send him money. The money. 
which was sent to him for investment, 
it is alleged, he spent, and when inter- 
est payments fell due he made the pay- 
ments out of his own pocket, 

Wallace Thayer, who was Pennell’s at- 
torney and intimate friend, 18 referred to 
as saying he had suspected irregulagities, 
but that he had no proof of any such 
wrongdoing. : 

Incidentally, it nee been learned that 
Pennel made provision for the paymént 
to Mrs, Edwin L. Burdick of $35,000 out 
of his life insurance. 

Pennell. carried over $200,000 life insur- 
ance in order; it is sald, that after his 
death the eastern estates to which he is 
alleged’ to have been a defaulter might 

be able to recoup eee ncn 
‘rad sustained through him. | bb bis wih 
Pennell named as administrator of his es- 
tate. his brother, J... Prederick Pennéll, 
He left*to his administrator sealed in- 
structiéns that opon his death he should 
make good in full out of his estate all of 
the losses which had been entailed 
through his defalcations. 

It is charged that Pennel] had contem- 
pated suicide for two years, and it is 
claimed the fact is known that Pennel! 
planned two years ago to throw him- 
self in front of a train at Peekskill and 
to make it appear that his th was 
accidental. He stopped off Peekskill 
on the way from New York with the in- 
tention of. committing euleide in that 
way, but his nerve fafled him. Recently 
he told the story of the Peekskill inci- 
dent himself. During the Pan-American 
exposition he sought/for days for an op- 
portunity to commit suicide In a manner 
that would make it appear accidental. 
He had an idea that he could be run over 
in some way while at the exposition, but 
he never could nerve himself up to the 
point where he could throw himself under 
a train or drop under the wheels of a 
trolley car. 

It appears that there were two [fife pol- 
icies which had not been handed over to 
the administrator. Those two « policies 
had been assigned by Pennell to Attore- 
ney Wallace Thayer, in trust. In one 
he was wetness ‘to as “Wallace Thayer, 
trustee,” and in the other he was 
designated ““‘Wallace Thayer, as trustee.”’ 

The insurance companies took legal 
counci] in the matter and held up pay- 
ments. J. Frederic Pennell, the admin- 
istrator of the estate, was called in and 
insisted on having more information be- 
fore he would consent to the payment of 
any insurance money to Mr. Thayer as 
trustee. It was then that the story of 
Pennell’s alleged defalcation and his 
pians to commit suicide were made 
known. The $2,000 insurance money, as- 
signed to Thayer by Pennell in trust, is 
supposed to be paid over to Mrs. Burdick, 
in accordance with the provisions*of the 
bond for $30,000 which Pennell gave prior 
to his death. 

Mr. Thayer won't talk about it. In 
fact, he had declined to give the admin- 
istrator of Pennell's estate any informa- 
tion concerning it. The administrator 
went'to Mr. Thayer for the purpose of 
finding out the nature of his trust. Mr. 
Thayer would not talk. He said Pennell 
had left sealed instructions advising him 
how he was to dispose of the $3,000, and 
that as a lawyer he could not divulge the 
nature of that transaction. 

The administrator urged that he was 
entitled to know the nature of the trust 
before he could consent to have the 
money paid over. 

Mr. Thayer still refused to say what 
the trust was. 

Thomas Penny. attorney for the Pennell 
estate, accordingly charged the insurance 
companies to pay over no money to Mr. 
Thayer. The probability is that the 
$2,000 will be paid into the courts. 

Mr. Penny said this afternoon that if 
Pennell had swindled any estates in the 
east he was absolutely ignorant of it.

WENT TO ARREST WEBSTER 
FOR BEATING HIS WIFE 


Webster Enticed Bishop Into House, 
Promising To Surrender—Then 
Attacked Him with Knife. 

Cut to Pisces Marshal 
Brought Him Down. 


Columbus, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)— 
Ramsey Webster, a citizen of lower Gi- 
rard, is dead, and J. M. Bishop, marshal 
of Girard, is dying, as the result of a 
deplorable tragedy early tonight at Web- 
ster’s residence near Long street. 

It being reported to the marshal that 
Webster, who was rather a bad charac- 
ter, was beating and abusing his wife, 
Bishop went down to investigate and 
extend protection to Mrs, Webster, if it 
Was necessary. 

Webster was in the back yard when he 
Saw the marshal approaching and he 
ran quickly into the house. When Bishop 
entered the yard, Webster told him to 
come on into the house and place him 
under arrest there, indicating that he 
would make no resistance. Without a 
moment’s hesitation, the brave officer en- 
‘tered and as he did Webster sprang 
upon him from behind the door, attack- 
ing him furiously with a long, double- 
edged Mexican dagger, which he drove 
repeatedly into the officer’s body. 

One of the wounds penetrated the ab- 
dominal cavity, with the result that the 
intestines protruded. Webster ran out 
into the yard and the marshal fired at 
him with his pistol, but without apparent 
effect. 

Webster started down the street, but 
the officer managed to walk to the gate 
and fired at him again. In all he shot six 
times. Each of the shots took effect, 
and Webster fell to the ground a short 
distance from the House, dying, almost 
instantly. . ye 

A coroner's jury held an inquest and 
declared the killing of Webster justifia- 

‘ble: At 9:30 o'clock Marshal Bishop was 
still alive, but t 
“were doubtful “whether he could live 
through the night. 

-He has been marshal of Girard quite a 
number of years and was widely known 
as a brave and fearless officer. On one 
occasion when he went out to arrest a 
desperate character he stood still while 
the criminal emptied his gun at him 
without effect at short range and: then 
ealmiy stepped up and placed his man 
under arrest. 

“He is exceedingly popular in Girard, 
and the little Alabama town is in a state 
af intense excitement tonight over the 
Yagedy.

Praises Roosevelt for His Action in 
Calling Extra Session to Ratify 


the Treaty—Obligations to 
America Should Be 
Carried Out. 


Havana, April 6—Congress reassembled 
at 5 o'clock this afternoon and will prob- 
ably continue in session for three months 
on account of the necessity for the enact- 
ment of many laws before all thé depart- 
ments of the government get thoroughly 
under way. A message frora President 
Palma was read at the opening ‘session. 
The president congratulated the country 
on the maintenance of peace and order 
since the strikes last November. He 
recommended new legislation concerning 
municipalities and sanitation. The mes- 
Sage then says: 

“Our relations with the United States 
continue to be close and cordial. Much 
more gratifying is the noble and reso- 
lutely favorable attitude of the presi- 
dent of that great republic. It is enough 
to remember the obstacles which the 
stubborn will have overcome in nego- 
tiating the reciprocity treaty and obtain- 
ing the ratification thereof, and his firm 
purpose to summon a special session of 
congress to definitely approve it. Be- 
sides the sympathy and respect which 
we inspire among the American people by 
our exemplary conduct as an independ- 
ent people, who realize the duties and 
responsibilities of citizenship, these cir- 
cumstances powerfully contribute in so- 
lidifying the good understanding between 
both nations. 

“It is in our interest to worthily cul- 
tivate these sentiments, and we cannot 
do so better than by carrying out our ob- 
ligations to the Washington government, 
expeditiously, frankly and _ correctly, 
whether it be granting what we ought to 
grant or refusing what we consider our- 
selves justified in refusing. It is unnec- 
essary to recall the fact that in the na- 
val station agreement, which is in the 
hands of the senate of the nited States 
has obtained sites at Guantanamo and 
Bahia Honda, after asking also for Nipe 
and Cienfuegos. It being impossible to 
elude carrying out our duty in accord- 
ance with the Platt amendment, the ex- 
ecutive believes that the convention has 
‘been made the most favorable possibile, 
and recommends a speedy approbation, 
so that it, may be possible to negotiate 
fan additional agreement: to establish the 
price of the leases and” other conditions 
and details regulating the possession of 
the stipulated areas of land and water. 

“The government is at. present occu- 
pied: with the Isle of Paims-matter, and 
it has reason to hope that the settlement 
therewith will be satisfactory to Cuba.” 

President Palma expresses the hope 
that the question of incorporating into 
the treaty all the provisions of the Platt 
amendment wil] soon be settled, and adds 
that after this has been done it will seem 
unnecessary that the Platt amendment 
should remain any longer a part of the 
constitution. 

President Palma points out that the 
cash balance at the treasury amounts to 
$2,638,000, and advises that it should al- 
ways be kept at $1,500,000 to prepare for 
emergencies.

Moran Won the Race and Was the 
Only Rider Not in the Spill. 
Leander and Bedell Brothers 

Come to Blows in 

Arena.

Atlanta’s six-day race came to a close 
last night under circumstances most ¢x- 
citing, finishing up with. a frightful &c- 


on the track at the time were included, 
and this was followed by a fight be- 
tween the Bedell brothers and George 
Leander. 

Those in the accident, which occurred 
in the eighth lap of the final mile at the 
“accident corner’ of the track, were 
John Bedell, with a 3-inch gash on the 
left side of his head just above the tem- 
ple and a bicycle spoke protruding into 
his thigh about 3 inches, besides being 
badly skinned about the face and arms 
and fegs; Little Fenn, with a 6 inch 
splinter from a bicycle rim thrust into 
the muscle of his right leg just above the 
knee cap, and badly skinned about the 
face, body and arms; Iver Lawson, witha 
large piece of flesh torn from his: right 
leg, and badly bruixed about the face, 
arms, legs and body; George Leander, 
stightly bruised about ithe body an 
limbs; Floyd Krebs, Hardy Downing and 
Bobby Walthour, unhurt. 

Moran was the only man on the track 
who was not in the fall, and consequent- 
ly the winner of the race, and the only 
man about whom there fs any certainty 
of having finished, though it is claimed 
that Walthour afterwards got on a wheel 
and finished second, followed by Leander, 

Was a Bad Mix Up. 

Next to the time when the lights went 
out in the Coliseum when ten riders 
were on the track the general mix up 
was the worst ever witnessed at the Coli- 
seum. As to exactly how it occurred 
there will never be a unanimity of opin- 
ion, for it just happened and was all 
over in a flash with seven daring sprint- 
ers lying. sprawled at the bottom of the 
track and with seven wheels, if not rec- 
ords, smashed into smithereens. 

The version of the affair upon which 
the majority of witnesses seem to agree 
is this! The riders were coming around 


lead and Glosely followed by Little Fenn, 
with Leander and Walthour neck and 
}néck breaking for the final dash imme- 
‘diately in the rear, with Iver Lawson 
coming up on the outside with a rate of 
speed that bid fair to carry him easily 
to the front and with Krebs and Down- 
ing a short distance in the rear. 

Just as Bedell reached the ‘accident 
corner,"’ it is said he veered to the right 
and went up the track a few feet, and 
with this Fenn plunged into his wheel, 
hitting him a broad center. Leander shot 
up on the side to the right and struck 
Fenn. Walthour going at lightning speed 
struck both Leander and Fenn and was 
wedged in between their wheels, and Iver 
Lawson struck this entire bunch and 
whirled with them to the bottom of the 
track, but not before Krebs and Downing 
had plowed into some one of the tum- 
bling riders and were carried with them 
to the bottom of the track. 

Women began to rend the air with 
frightful screams and shrieks, and many 
fainted and h to be carried from the 
building. Men bégan to pour over into 
the track in exciting crowds. Among the 
riders excitement reigned with all, ex- 
cept Walthour and Krebs, Walthour grab- 
bing another wheel and starting around 
the track, while Krebs snatched up what 
was left of splinters and bent and broken 
steel of his wheel and began to drag it 
around the track, determined to finish 
on foot. 

While all was excitement the other rid- 
ers rushed from their tents and, mount- 
ing their wheels, began to take up where 
their unfortunate mates had left off. 

Riders Begin To Fight. 

At this point a serious difficulty was 
narrowly averted only by the prompt 
action of Officer. Martin and others in 
the building, for a fight was started be- 
tween George Leander and the Bedell 
brothers. Leander accused Bedell of 
purposely causing the accident, antl is 
said to have used the vilest of language 
in making the accusation. Some say he 
struck John Bedell, the man who was 
so seriously injured, and with this Be- 
dell’s younger brother, Amos, rushed up 
and knocked Leander down. The crowd 
began to surge in the direction of the 
fight and & general mix-up seemed 
imminent. Floyd McFarland assisted the 
officers in quieting the combatants. —

Had the race been finished without 
the accident, in all probability either Iver 
Lawson or Bobby Walthour would have 
led the others. across the tape, for both 
Lawson and Walthour were just begin- 
ning to open up, with plenty of reserve 
force, when the smash-up occurred. 

Jack Prince, when seen after the race, 
expressed himself as regretting exceed- 
ingly that the accident brad occurred, 
and attributed no blame to any one of 
the riders. “It was just.one of those 
accidents,” said Prince, “that will hap- 
pen at times on a racing track,” 

During the time that the hubbub was 
greatest, just after the fight, Mrs. Prince 
was a prominent figure in the ring. Fear- 
ing that the crowd was going to Aat- 
tempt ‘to mob Leander, she was there to 
defend him and any other of the riders 
whom she thought were likely to be im- 
posed upon. She was strong in her de- 


' nunciation of the rough treatment which 


she thought the crowd was going to ad- 
minister. 

At an early hour this morning both 
Bedell and Fenn, the two worst injured 
of the riders were resting quietly, and 
Dr, Visanska, who attended them, said 
he thought both would come oyt all 
right. 

The distance ridden by the riders, bar- 
ring the accident, was 44 miles and 4 laps, 
which makes the total distance ridden 
during the twelve hours 202 miles and 
4 laps. : ;

GIVE NOTICE OF APPEAL 


Edward Lauterback Says That Lur- 
ton’s Decision Is Based on a 
Technicality—Text of Decis- 
ion as Rendered by 
the Judge. 


Cincinnati, O., April 6—At 1 p. m. to- 
day Judge Lurton concluded the reading 
of his opinion in the suit making applica- 
tion to restrain the Union Pacific from 
voting its 900,000 shares in the Southern 
Pacific election that had been set for 
April 8, and for other relief. The deci- 
sion was a refusal to grant the injunc- 
tion and to afford the reljef asked. 

The opinion, which was quite lengthy, 
was against the contention of the com- 
plainants that the Union Pacific was a 
necessary or actual. party to the suit, 
even though Chairman Harriman, of 
the Union Pacific board of directors, 
made an affidavit in the case. Being a 
mere witness in the case did not amount 
to an appearance by the Union Pacific 
as a party in the suit. As to the aver- 
ment that the Union Pacific was expend- 
ing the receipts of the Southern Pacific 
in betterments on the Central Pacific, 
with a view to the ultimate purchase 
of that road, the court held that all this 
was. specifically denied by the defend- 
ants and that, even if true, it could not 
be sustained except on a showing that 
the action was ultra vires. On the 
whole case the court held that the bill 
be dismissed. 

Senator Foraker, who represented the 
complainants, minority stockholders of 
the Southern Pacific, gave notice of ap- 
peal to the United States court of ap- 
peals, and asked that pending the hear- 
ing of this appeal the election of direc- 
tors of the Southern Pacific, set for 
April 8, be stayed. Lawrence Maxwell 
and Judge Humphrey, representing the 
defendants, agreed to the order, inas- 
muoh as to do otherwise would render 
the appeal ineffective. 

It was agreed that the stockholders 
may’ meet as arranged and elect a 
chairman and then adjourn until called 
by the chairman after the appeal has 
been disposed of by the court of ap- 
peals, 

Judge Lurton’s Decision. 

After reciting the facts in a history of 
the contention, the affidavits, arguments 
and claims in support of both the bill or 
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application for an injunction and the ans- 
wer, Judge Lurton held: 

“l. The first and dominating question 
is whether the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company is an indispensable party with- 
out which no decree can be made in re- 
spect of its right to vote the shares of 
Southern Pacific stock at the approach- 
ing stockholders’ meeting for the election 
of directors of Southern Pacific compa- 
ny. Uniess otherwise provided by the or- 
ganic law of the corporation, the right 
of a stockholder to vote upon his stock 
at all meetings of shareholders is a right 
inherent in the ownership of the shares 
and as such a property right. If the right 
of the 900,000 shares beneficially owned 
by the Union Pacific Rallroad Company 
to vote be denied, it must be either upon 
the ground that the shares have been il- 
legally issued or that the company is 
incapable in law of holding such shares, 
or that some public policy will be offend- 
ed if it shall be suffered to exercise the 
ordinary incident of such ownership by 
voting them in stockholders’ meetings, or 
that the property rights of the minority 
are to be thereby so seriously put in 
jeopardy as to justify a court of equity in 
practically turning the owner and holder 
of such shares out of control and man- 
egement of the defendant corporation and 
placing in control the minority in share- 
holding interest. To justify such a result 
I should have to hold and adjudge either 
that the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
was incapable of legally acquiring and 
holding shares in the Southern Pacific 
company or that if competent to own 
and hold such shares, it ought not to be 
suffered to exercise the right of’ partict- 
pating in election of directors in case 
such participation may result.in placing 
the Union Pacific company in a position 
where it would be capable of controlling 
and dominating the management of the 
defendant company. 

“Such a conclusion would involve an 
inquiry and determination of the compet- 
itive relations of these companies to each 
other in order that they might be brought 
within the sweep of the legal principles 
which forbid the unification of such prop- 
erties or I should have to find that one 
or both companies were subject to some 
positive statutory disability which would 
forbid the one to hold the stock of the 
other or any unification of operation 
through stock ownership, traffic or ‘com- 
munity of interest’ agreement which 
would substantially eliminate the mo- 
tive for competition.

ating upon one or both of these compa- 
nies, or of satisfactory evidence of such 
competitive relation as would, from con- 
sideration of public policy, deny to one 
the right to dominate the other through 
stock ownership or other scheme of com- 
mission, I would be driven to find as a 
matter of general law that a minority 
shareholder might restrain a majority 
shareholder from voting for directors at 
all upon a showing that the result would 
probably be the selection of trustees, who 
would not manage the corporation in the 
interests of its own shareholders, but in 
an interest which was repugnant to them 
as a class. The direct effect of any such 
decree, upon any of the theories upon 
which I am asked to act, would pe to de- 
prive the Union Pacific Railroad Compa- 
ny of one of the most valuable of the 
incidents of its ownership of its Southern 
Pacific shares, the right to vote for man- 
aging directors at a meeting of stock- 
holders. 

“It is, therefore, according to every 
definition, an indispensable party to any 
bill which challenges its right to own or 
vote upon its Southern Pacific shares. It 
must be accepted as altogether funda- 
mental that no court can adjudicate upon 
the rights or interests of one who is 
neither actually or constructively before 
the court. 

“The principle of due process of law 
unconditionally compels observance of the 
rule which limits the just jurisdiction of 
every court to a determination only of 
the shares of persons who are parties to 
the litigation. 

“This doctrine has over and again been 
announced by the supreme court and in 
No ¢ase more emphatically than in Min- 
nesota vs. Northern Securities Company. 

“But complainants say that the Union 
Pacific is constructively before the court, 
being represented by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company. This contention is placed 
upon two distinct grounds: 

‘1. That there is such an identity of in- 
terest between the two corporations that 
ule defendant should be regarded as rep- 
resenting and defending for the Union 
Pacific Company. 

“2. That the Southern Pacific is, in law, 
the representative of each of its stock- 
holders in respect to all corporation mat- 
ter, 


As to Idenity of Interest. 

These are in their order: 

“The ‘identity of interest’ relied upon 
to obviate the necessity of suing the 
Union Pacific, consists in the circum- 
stances hereto stated, showing the con- 
trol exercised by the one company in the 
management of the other, but it must not 
be overlooked that the managing agen- 
cies which have spoken through the an- 
swer of the Southern Pacific deny that 
they are, or have been, disloyal to their 
trust ‘as officers and directors of the 
Southern Pacific Company and deny that 
in their character as officers of the South- 
ern. Pacific, they stand for and represent 
the other company. They deny that the 
two roads were in any sense competitive 
or that there is the slightest repugnancy 
in their action as directors of both com- 
panies, 

“To assume that there is such identity 
of interest as to dispense with the neces- 
sity of bringing the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company before the court would be to 
first decide all the issues of fact and law 
involved and then say: 

‘**These being the facts, and this the 
law, it is plain that there is such oneness 
of interest between these companies that 
the rights of the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company can be adjudicated without its 
actual presence, because it is represented 
by the defendant which is sued.’ 

“Aside from this inconsistent attitude 
we cannot ignore the fact that while there 
may be an identity of interest in some 
particulars, the question of the right of 
the .Union Pacific Railroad Company to 
hold and vote the shares owned by it is 
a question which deeply effects its prep- 
erty rights and in respect of which the 
Southern Pacific Company, as such, has 
no interest whatever. These are the two 
wholly distinct corporations having each 
its own properties and its own body of 
stockholders and neither pay legal right 
to stand or represent the other except 
as it may be duly constituted the agent 
of the other. 

“The second ground for maintaining 
that the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
is a party by representation is based 
upon the very obvious rule that the cor- 
poration represents its shareholders in 
the defense of all suits which involve 
corporate rights or functions. What right 
has the Southern Pacific company to 
conclude or effect the right of any share- 
holder in respect of the ownership or 
incidents of his particular shares? Of 
what interest is it to the corporation 
as an entirety or as a body of stock- 
holders whether particular shares are 
owned or voted by A, rather than by B, 
or whether it is C that is capable of 
holding or voting shares at all? 


Doesn’t Apply to Stockholders. 

“It is a question which may indirectly 
affect other shareholders, but it is clearly 
not a question which concerns the corpo- 
ration as such or any of its function. 
But it has been urged that the idea of a 
corporation, as a legal entirety separate 
and apart from the body of persons 
composing its shareholders, is a fiction 
which should be ignored whenever used 
for the purposes not within the intent 
of the device and that a case like this 
against the corporation should be regard- 
ed as a suit against every corporation, 
and therefore a suit to which the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company is a party by 
representation. 

‘If the issue made with the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company in its character 
as a stockholder of the Southern Pacific 
was one which was common to all the 
stockholders there would be some room 
for regarding the litigation as involving 
a corporate matter, interest or function. 

“But the question is one which does 
not apply to the stockholders as a body. 
Its solution depends absolutely upon a 
state of facts peculiar to the particular 
stockholder and its decision will affect 
directly the property rights of that owner 
alone, and does not directly concern any 


| other stockholder as such. 
“A judgment or decree against a corpo- 
] 


“The shares of stock which it is sought 


of the Union Pacific Railroad Company. 
indispensable party to any suit which 
affects its corporate right to own, hold 
or vote such shares, for any decree made 
with reference to shares, so owned, must 
be effective to operate upon its owners. 

‘The suggestion has been made that 
the affidavits and exhibits show that the 
shares so owned. by the Union Pacific 
Rallroad Company stand in the name of 
E: H. Harriman and that as he has made 
an- affidavit which has been filed in the 
ease, he has thereby made an appear- 
ance in the case in his representative ca- 
pacity as trustee for the Union Pacific 
company and that having appeared, as 
a party, the trustee, in whose name such 
shares stand, the court has obtained ju- 
risdiction to enjoin the trustee from vot- 
ing on same, even though his appearance 
is not to be regarded as the appearance 
of the Union: Pacific for all purposes re- 
lating to said shares. 

“The premise is absolutely unsound, 
Harriman has filed an affidavit apparent- 
ly and only presumably at the instance 


and it cannot be that without being 
even bound as a party, as a mere wit- 
ness, who is called upon to testify be- 
comes thereby a party, even though his 
evidence may operate indirectly to -his 
own advantage personally as a trustee 
for others. 

“Knowledge of the pendency of a suit 
is not equivalent to legal notice, but mere 
appearance of one as a witness in behalf 
of one who is an actuai party ts not an 
appearance as a party and has never 
been so held. 

“With some reluctance I reach the 
conclusion that any order or decree af- 
fecting the right of the Union Pacific 
to acquire, hold or vote the stock of the 
Southern Pacific company owned by it, 
or denying to it the right to vote its 
shares for such persons, as it shall deem 
fit,and proper, will not include that cor- 
poration, nor protect the Southern Pa- 
clfic in excluding such shares from par- 
ticipation in any stockholders’ meeting. 
Though there has been no precedent, my 
conclusion, upon principle, would have 
been the same. 

“The case of Minnesota v. Northern Se- 
curities Company has an important bear- 
ing upon this subject. 

“For this reason and without express- 
ing any opinion as to the power of a 
court of equity to interfere with the privi- 
lege of a stockholder to vote his shares 
as he pleases and for whom he. pleases, 
if he be lawfully competent to own or 
hold the shares at all, or any opinion 
upon any of the most interesting ques- 
tions which arise properly only in a cause 
to which the Union Pacific is that party, 
I must decline to grant any injunction 
restraining the voting of the Union Pa- 
eific shares at the approaching election 
of directors. 


Stay Order Is Denied. 


“The ‘application to retain the cause 
for a reasonable time in order that the 
Union Pacific Railway Cofmpany may 
be impleaded in a forum having jurisdic- 
tion over it to try the question of its 
rights to hol d vote the shares in 
question and tG continue the stay order 
heretofore granted until such litigation 
may be started and brought to a con- 
clusion, must be denied. 

“To continue the stay order heretofore 
granted for the purposes desired would 
be in effect to. dispose of this litigation, 
for if the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany be denied the right to vote its 
shares at the election to be held under 
the company’s by-laws, it would be to 
turn that company out of its control 
ahd place the minority stockholders in, 


this proceeding without jurisdiction over 
the principal party thereby affected. 
“There remains the question as to 
whether I shali not grant an injunction 
to prevent the defendant from djsposing 
of the shares of the Central Pacific own- 
ed by it or of the lease of the Central 
Pacific railroad to the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company, or any one acting for it 
and its interest. It would be difficult 
to find a more flagrant instance of repug- 
nant trusteeship than would be exhibited 
if the persons in the board of the South- 
ern Pacific should, by their votes, dis- 
charge the double function of buying 
for the one cOmpany and selling for the 
other. 

“The design or purpose to dispose of the 
Central Pacific stock in whole or in part 
will be shown if the Central Pacific lease 
has been positively repudtated by the de- 
fendant corporation, and there has been 
produced no evidence whatever in support 
of the charge of such a purpose made 
by the bill other than the fact that very 
large expenditures are being made upon 
the Central Pacific. 

“In view of the denials of the answer 
that these expenditures are being made 
with an ulterior purpose, I am unable 
to see any such exigency as to this mat- 
ter. 

. “The complainants may at any time 
hereafter make another application upon 
Obtaining evidence of a purpose to deal 
with the Central Pacific stock or lease as 
they profess to apprehend.’’ 

No Statement by Keene Men. 
New York, April 6.—Talbot J. Taylor 
& Co., brokers for James R. Keene, de- 
clined to discuss the decision or to say 
what further steps, if any. would be 
taken. At the Union Pacific office noth- 
ing in the way of an official statement 
was made. Reports are that Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. were pleased by the news, but had 
no comments to make. The stock market 
was not greatly affected by the decision. 
The Southern Pacific rose to 58 1-4 and 
then reacted. to 57 1-2. It had sold dur- 
ing the morning at 57. 

Based on Technicality. 

New York, April 6—Edward Lauter- 
hach, counse] for Taylor & Co., in the 
Southern Pacific injunction proceedings. 
today said that he had been informed 
that the decision not td mnrake the in- 
Junction permanent was based upon a 
technicality, Judge Lurton holding that 
the Union Pacific was an indispensible 
party in the case and would have to be 
represented in court before an injunction 
could be granted against it. 

He explained ‘that the rulings in the 
Northern Securities case had determined 
that actions against a stockholder (in this 
case the Union Pacific) could be brought 
on in the legal habitation of the company 
in which the stockho#ler has a mem- 
berstiip, so the case was not brought 
against the Union Pacific, but against the 
Southern Pacific as the representative of 
all its stockholders.

Begging the Question. 

The eésteemed Columbia (S. ©) 
State seems to have been unhorsed by 
The Constitution’s answer to its recent 
strictures on Atlanta in connection 
with the Presbyterian university 
movement, which has been successful- 
ly carried out, so far as Atlanta’s end 
of the proposition is concerned. 

The Constitution undertook to show, 
it will be recalled, that instead of de- 
serving the sarcasm of certain South 
Carolina and Tennessee papers for 
what they were pleased to term “At- 
lanta’s nerve” in trying to secure this 
university, this city was-rather to be 
commended for raising a quarter of a 
million dollars in answer to the propo- 
sition made to it by the Presbyte 
rians themselves.” 

In a recent issue The Columbia 
State, referring to The Constitution’s 
editorial jon this point, appears in- 
clined to beg the question. It says: 

It is not our purpose to argue the mat- 


ter—especially with our esteemed con- 
temporary, The Constitution—and we will 


content ourselves with pointing out just 


two conditions that must be complied 
with before The Constitution’s proposi- 
tion can be sustained. First: If the Pres- 
byterians are to proceed upon the prin- 
ciple of Morgandiging their institutions 
of learning, combining them into one big 
educational trust, they should, to be con- 
sistent, take not only the Columbia and 
the Clarksville insitutions, but the Pres- 
byterian college of South Carolina, Da- 
vidson. and all other Presbyterian col- 
leges in the south as well. Second: Be- 
fore Atlanta’s hopes are realized Atlanta 
must put up $250,000 in cash, hard cash— 
not promises. — 


As to the first proposition advanced 
by The Columbia State, we do not see 
that it follows at all that the Presby- 
terians should include. some other col- 
leges in their plans tor a great uni- 
versity. It is only fair to presume that 
they have their own ideas about which 
of their denoniinational schools need 
to be consolidated; and, in this in- 
stance, they have gelected one with a 
total enrollment of about 27 and an-

In the iron 
and steel trade, for example—the barom- 
eter of the country’s growth, | stability 
and business activity—there never was 
so great or so profitable business.

In short, summing the situation up, 


‘not only is there prosperity everywhere, 
| but the promises are of a continuation of 


that prosperity for a long time to come, 

Mr. Morgan’s testimony as to the 
healthful tone of the stock market 
may be ex parte, as he is heavily in- 
terested in the sale of securities, but 
it is none the less true that the great 
interests of the sort represented by 
him are showing their faith by enlarg- 
ing their plants and improving their 
facilities at a rate well nigh unprec- 
edented. Much of the interview in 
question was devoted to securities the 
real worta of which has been serious- 
ly questioned—securities representing 
a large percentage of “water,” as must 
be inevitable in this era of trust pro- 
motion and financial inflation. On 
this head Mr. Morgan is equally opti- 
mistic, saying: 

It seems to me that the general pes- 
simistic talk indulged in not alone in for- 
eign, but in local circles, is in no sense 
justified by the facts. It may be tfue, as 
some of the eaptious critics declare, that 
at the present moment there are in the 
market many undigested securities, but 
ought not the character of these securi- 
ties to be taken into consideration in a 
broad or comprehensive view of the sit- 
uation? Are these securities sound or are 
they unsound; do they represent value or 
do they not; for what purposes have they 
been issued—those are the questions. 

To my mind and in my judgment these 
new securities are essentially sound and 
stable, and those who Jhave them are in 
nowise alarmed because of their hold- 
ings. Beyond all this, they are issued 
not to build competing lines, but largely 
for the purchase of rolling stock and mo- 
tive power and for the extension of other 
facilities necessitated by the necessary 
movement of the products of the coun- 
try. 

You will find that in due_time this 
phase of the difficulty—growing out cf 
these new securities—will disappear. 

Still, under the circumstances, the 
cautious investor may well be wary 
of the class of securities called in 
question; and even considerable sums 
spent in development and improve- 
ment are no infallible sign of worth 
and stability, although they beat mere 
paper expansion all hollow. To such 
securities much of the distrust and 
insecurity of the money market is at- 
tributed by conservative financiers, 
and until they are eliminated breakers 
ahead are predicted on Wall street. 
However, it is not charged that these 
securities are without value, or on a 
par with the stocks of “salted” mines. 
Not at all. Many of them have sub- 
stantial value. The trouble is their 
value has been more or less overes- 
timated! and too much exaggeration 
indulged in by promoters. It is 
sought in conservative quarters to fix 
their values at a normal, rational 
level in order that a safe financial re- 
adjustment may take place. 

Says The New York Evening. Post, 
commenting on the financial situa- 
tion: 

For our part, we should say that the 
market has Leen for some weeks seeking 
the most practical relief. It thas been 
putting its stocks gt a lower level; grop- 
ing, so to speak, after that investment 
basis at which the general public, home 
and foreign, can be induced to buy. in 
the course of this undertaking, it has 
been throwing off from its shoulders, one 
by one, the burdens heaped up by reck- 
less adventurers of the stock exchange. 

After making due allowances for 
the evil complained of, The Philadel- 
phia Record is disposed to share Mr. 
Morgan’s optimistic view. That jour- 
nals ays: 


A good part of the stocks issued in the 
last four years does not represent “a 
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schools of t niversity of Chicago, 
the Unigéry of Tennessee and 
others, ixvolving a considerably great- 
er outlay of time and money to them 
than will be necessary in attending 
the University of Georgia summer 
school. 

It is a credit to Georgia that her 
army of teachers should show such 
ambition and zeal in their work, and 
this state is to be congratulated on 
being able to provide for them right 
here at home such a course as is 
needed. 

In order to make the university 
summer school possible, the people of 
Athens, whose liberality is proverbial, 
have subscribed $3,000, while the trus- 
tees of the University of Georgia have, 
very properly, appropriated $1,000, to 
which. the general education board, 
appreciating the value of. such a 
movement, has added $3,000—making 
a total fund of $7,000 for the five 
weeks’ session. 

The railroads have also shown the 
proper interest by making specially 
reduced rates for teachers who desire 
to attend, while arrangements have 
been made whereby they may secure 
board in Athens at the lewest possi- 
ble cost. 

The promoters of the summer school 
have been, indeed, fortunate in se- 
curing the cooperation of such distin- 
guished educators as Chatcellor W. B. 
Hill, of the state university; President 
E. C. Branson, of the Normal 
school, and Professor G@I. Bond, su- 
perintendent of the Athens pubblic 
schools. Hach of these gentlemen will 
take an active part in manking the 
session a success, and will have as as- 
sistants other leading educators of 
the state. 

The course will, undoubtedly, be as 
thorough as could possibly be desired, 
and the teachers of Georgia are, in- 
deed, fortunate in having such an op- 
portunity presented to them. Besides 
the valuable instruction which they 
will receive, they will find Athens a 
most delightful place, climatically, and 
socially, in which to spend a part of 
the summer. They could not wish for 
a better arrangement than has been 
made for them. 

The Constitution hopes to see the 
first session of the university summer 
school Jargely attended; for it should, 
and doubtless will, lead to the con- 
tinuance and constant enlargement of 
this movement, which means so much 


for the cause of education in Georgia.

Since The Times 
has the distinction of being the pio- 
neer newspaper to regularly install 
Marconi’s wireless system of teleg- 
raphy under contract with the invent- 
or’s company, its use of the new word, 
so long mooted, may be accepted as 
official. The facts that the word has 
been authoritatively coined and that 
the system is being utilized in the 
news service of a great daily newspa- 
per are no* so remarkable as is the 
fact that The London Times is the 
first to introduce the new service. 
Where is the vaunted enterprise of 
the record-breaking New York press? 
And of all London papers, who would 
have suspected the staid, conserva- 
tive old Times of harboring such pro 
gressive intentions? 

The London Times devoted an edt- 
torial leader to its great stroke of 
enterprise, declaring that it marked 
an epoch in the development of that 
epochal innovation—wireless telegra- 
phy. The Times lays much stress on 
the cheapness of the new method of 
quick communication, averring that 
long messages can now be sent from 
England to America at a cost close 
to that of the cable rate across the 
English channel.

D., April 6.—President 
Roosevelt began the second week of his 
tour feeling meuch refreshed from yes- 
terday’s rest, and at 7:50 o’clock started 
on a drive over the city with Secretary 
Loeb, Senator Kittridge and Mayor Burn- 
side. Despite the early hour and the 
dreary weather, the streets were lined 
with people who greeted the president 
with cheers and the waving of flags. and 
at 8:20 the president arrived at tie big 
auditorium, where he addressed 4,000 
children. ‘ 

As the president left the auditorium he 
was greeted with tremendous applaus 
He was driven rapidiy to the stand, 
which had been erected at the corner of 
Ninth street and Phillips avenue, where 


a crowd of 6,000 people had assembled. 
The president was introduced by Sena- 
tor Kittridge, and spoke on “The Wage 
Worker and the Tiller of the Soil.” 

During his speech snow began to fall, 
but the president was clad in a heavy 
uvercoat and was well protected. Io 
said he was glad to be again in the 
which remark created 
laughter, 

Prépidept Roosevelt said in part: 

“There are many, many lesser prob- 
lems which go to make up in their en- 
tirety the huge and complex problems of 
our modern industrial fife. Bach of 
these problems is, moreover, connected 
with many of the others. Few indeed 
are simple or stand only by themselves. 
The most important are those connected 
with the relation of the farmers, the 
stock growers and soil tillers, to the com- 
munity at large, and those affecting the 
relations between the employer and em-- 
ployed. In a country like ours it is fund- 
amentally true that the well being of the 
tiller of the soil and the wage worker is 
the well being of the state. If they are 
well off, then we need concern ourselves 
but little as to how other classes stand, 
for they will inevitably be well off, too; 
and, on the other hand, there can be no 
real general prosperity unless based on 
the foundation of the prosperity of the 
wage worker and the tiller of the soil. 

‘Rut the needs of these two classes are 
often not the same. The tiller of the soll 
has been of all our citizens the one on the 
whole the least affected in his ways of life 
and methods of industry by the giant in- 
dustrial changes of the last half century. 
There has been change with him, too, of 
course. He also can work to best advan- 
tage if he keeps in close touch with his 
fellows; and the succe8s of the national 
department of agriculture has shown how 
much can be done for him by rational ac- 
tion of tthe govermment. Nor is it only 
through the department that the govern- 
ment can act. One of the greatest and 
most beneficent measures passed by the 
last congress, or indeed by any congress 
is the irrigation act, 
which will do for the states of the great 
plains and the Rocky mountain region at 
least as much as ever has been done for 
the harbor improvements. Few measures 
that have been put upon the statute 
books of the nation have done more for 
the people than this law will, I firmly be- 
lieve, directly and indirectly accomplish 
for the states in question, 

Aid to Fruit Men. 

“The department of agricuiture has 
been helping Our frujt men to establish 
markets abroad by studying methods of 
fruit preservation through refrigeration 
and through methods of handling and 
packing. On the gulf coasts of Louisiana 
and ‘Texas, thanks to the department of 
agriculture, a rfce suitable to the region 
was imported from the Orient and’ the 
rive crop is now practically equal to our 
needs in this country, whereas a few 
years ago it supplied but one-fourth of 
them. ‘The most important of our farm 
products is the grass crop; and to show 
what has been done with grasses, I need 
only to allude to the striking change 
made in the entire west by the extended 
use of alfalfa. 

“Moreover, the department has taken 
the lead in the effort to prevent the de¢for- 
estation of the country. Where there are 
forests we seek to preserve them; and on 
the once treeless plains and the prairies- 
we are doing our best to foster the habit 
of tree planting among our people. In 
my own lifetime I have seen wonderful 
changes brought about by this tree plant. 
ing here in your own state and in the 
states immediately around it. 

‘Phere are a number of very important 
questions, such as that of good roads, 


with which the states alone can deal, and 


where all that the national government 
can do is to cooperate with them. The 
ge is true of the education 
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work and the department of agriculture 
does an immense amount which is in the 
proper sense of the word educational, and 
educational in the most practical way. 
Wage Workers in Cities. 

“But the wage-workers in our cities, 
like the capitalists in our cities, face 
totally changed conditions. The develop- 
ment of machinery and the extraordinary 
change in business conditions have ren- 
@ered the employment of capital and of 
persons in large aggregations not merely 
but often necessary for success, and havo 
specialized the labor of the wage-worker 
at the same time that they have brought 
great aggregations of wage-workers to- 
gether. More and more in our great in- 
dustrial centers men have come to realize 
that they cannot-live as independently of 
one another as in the old days was the 
case everywhere, and as is now the case 
in the country districts. 

“Of course, fundamentally each man 
will yet find that the chief factor in 
determining his success or failure in life 
is the sum of his own individual qualities. 
He cannot afford to lose his individual 
initiative, his individual will and power; 
but he can best use that power if for cer- 
tain objects he unites with his fellows. 
Much can be done by organization. com- 
bination, union among the wage-workers; 
finally something can be done by the 
direct action of the state. It is not 
possible empirically to declare when the 
interference of the state should be deemed 
legitimate and when Illegitimate. 

Child Labor Laws. 

‘Wise factory laws, laws to forbi 
the employment of child labor and-to 
safeguard the employees against the ef- 
fects of culpable negligence by the em- 
ployer, are necessary, not merely in the 
interest of the wage-worker, but in the 
interest of the honest and humane em- 
ployer, who should not be penalized for 
his honesty and humanity by being ex- 
posed to unchecked competition with an 
unscrupulous rival. 

‘Very much of our effort in reference to 
labor matters should be by every device 
and expedient to try to Secure a con- 
stantly better understanding between em- 
ployer and employee. Everything possibie 
should be done to increase the sympathy 
and fellow-feeling between them, and 
every chance taken to allow each to look 
at all questions, especially at quéstions 
in dispute, somewhat thpough the other’s 
eyes. If met with a sincere desire to act 
fairly by one another, and if there is, fur- 
thermore, power by each to appreciate the 
other’s standpoint, the chance for trouble 
is minimized. I suppose every thinking 
man rejoices when by mediation or arbi- 
tration it proves possible to settle troubles 
in time to avert the suffering and bitter- 
ness caused by strikes. Moreover, a con- 
ciliation committee can do best work 
when the trouble ¢s in its beginning, or 
at least has not come to a head. When 
cae break has actually occurred, damage 
has been done, and each side feels sore 
and angry; and it is difficult to get them 
together. 

“When we deal with such a subject we 
are fortunate -in having before us an ad- 
mirable object lesson in the work that 
has just been closed by the Anthracite 
Coal Strike commission. This was the 
commission which was appointed last fall 
at the time when the coal strike in the 
anthracite regions threatened our nation 
with a disaster second to none which has 
befallen us since the days of the civil 
war. 

General Legislation. 

“In the field of general legisiation re- 
lating to these subjects the action of 
congress is necessarily very limited. Still 
there are certain ways in which we can 
act. Thus the secretary of the navy has 
recommended, with my cordial and hearty 
approval, the enactment of a strong em- 
ployers’ liability law in the navy yards of 
the nation. It should be extended to simi- 
far branches of the government work, 
Again, sometimes such laws can be en- 
acted as an incident to the nation’s con- 
trol over interstate commerce. In my last 
annual message to congress I advocated 
the passage of a law in reference to car 
couplings—to strengthen the features of 
the one already op the statute books so 
as to minimize the exposure to death and 
maiming of railway employees. Much op- 
position had to be overcome. In the end 
an admirable law was passed ‘to pro- 
mote the safety of employees and travel-

The bulls were still ap- 
parently indifferent to the further ad- 
vance, which resulted almost altogether 
from short covering. 

In spite of the earnest efforts of the 
bulls to check the advance, May sold up 
to 10.35 before the end of the morning 
session. Offerings were decidedly light 
and the maintenance of high prices was 
due, almost entirely, to covering of 
short contracts. May cotton touched 10.38, 
the top price of the day, in the early af- 
ternoon. There was no special news to 
account for the further advance other 
than the shorts were still fearful of the 
situation and continued to cover. The 
bull faction appeared to be well satisfied 
with conditions and sold May moderately.

WILL SOON MAKE WAY FOR R BIG 
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This Old Landmark Is To Be Removed in the Course of the Next Sixty Days To Make Way for a $300,- 
000 Apartment House—Sherman’s March to the Sea Is Said To Have Been Planned in This Building—The 
Tree to the Right Was Struck by a Federal Shell. 
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HE Leyden house, one of the most 
fy historic landmarks of Atlanta, is 
eral wave of prosperity that has been 
sweeping over Atlanta during the years 
since the Gate City ceased to be 
village and became one of the throb- 
bing, pulsating, energetic cities of the 
new south. The famous reminder of the 
old south, which has been pointed out to 
every visitor to Atlanta since the cliv- 
il war is to be offered as a sacrifice to 
the demigod of the hour—progress. 

In the ante-bellum days the Leyden 
house was the home of the family whose 
name it bears. It was one of the hand- 
somest residences in this section of beau- 
tiful homes and‘there the weaith and 
culture of the state were frequently as- 
sembled. 

During ‘the elege of Atlanta the house 
was several times struck by federal bul- 


going to give way before the gen- 


lets and the large tree which today 
stands in the front yard, and which must 
be removed for the new house. was 
struck by a federal caynon ball and its 
top was cut off. 

When General William T. Sherman 
marched into Atlanta at the head of the 
northern army he selected, the Leyden 
house for federal headquarters, and dur- 
ing the summer of 1864 wee quartered 
there. 

It was in the old sliiitiainins that the 
famous “march to the sea” was mapped 
out and the plans laid for its success- 
ful conclusion. Because it had been head- 
quarters. it was one of the few buildings 
‘which Were spared when Sherman applied 
the torch to Atlanta and left it in 
ashes. 

Since then other and, perhaps, finer 
homes have been reared in the ‘imme- 
diate ‘vicinity of the old Leyden house, 
but none of them’ has succeeded in ob- 
taining that air of comfort and luxurious- 


ness which surrounds the old place. With 
its columns and verandas it is typical of 
the style of architecture that was pop- 
ular in the south before the war, and it 
seems to have brought the charm and 
memories of that period through the 
hustle and energy of the forty years or 
more that have passed since it was first 
erected. 

The Leyden house has been pointed out 
as a curiosity and a landmark to visi- 
tors in this city for a decade more than 
a score of years, and more than one 
northerner has gone home again with ail 
else obliterated from his mind’s eye save 
this one bit of ante-bellum pride and 
spirit and culture that has stood ‘almost 
in the heart of the Gate City. 

The splendid apartment house that is to 
be erected on the site of the landmark 
will be one of the ornaments of the city 
and the south, but to build it there must 
be torn away one of the few places that 
the whole people feel an interest tn. It 
is like storing away forever the picture 
of a departed friend.

Robinson paid the premium and received 
in return what is known as a “binding 
receipt.’’ The form of receipt having been 
sent out by the company. On January 22, 
the elder Mr. Robinson died, the policy

Captain R. E. Park. state tréasurer, 
is. an enthusiastic admirer of the mu- 
nicipal ownership of “public utilities” 
that prevails in Glasgow, Scotland. 

“The people of that city,” he said yes- 
terday, “don’t have to pay one cent of 
municipal taxes. The returns from the 
different properties of the city, the gas 
and electric light plants, the water sSys- 
tem and the street cars are more than 
enough to pay all public expenses. 

“T have been in Glasgow and seen just 
how aj] these branches of industry owned 
and operated by the city are controlled, 
and I must say that there at least public 
ownership of these public conveniences 
has proved an unqualified success. 

“Take the city of Manchester, too, with 
its great canal that is rapidly being lined 
with factories and manufacturing insti- 
tutions. Why, it won't be long before 
Manchester is.one of the wealthiest cities 
in the world, if, indeed, it is not now, and 
all by reason of municipal ownership. 

“A great many people regard this as a 
species of socialism, but there never was 
a bigger mistake. It is simply a sound, 
practical business policy that has been 
tried successfully by some of the most 
conservative municipalities in the whole 
world. 

“T am anxious to see the municipal 
ownership idea grow in this country and 
I believe it will.’’

The city in question is St. Mary’s, Ga., 
and for over twenty-five years the gov- 
ernor of the state has been the authority 
which named the mayor and aldermen 
of that place. Back of this lies a rather 
curious story. 

The negro population of St. Mary’s and 
the vicinity is quite large, and it was 
formerly feared that this element might 
get control of the local political situa- 
tion. Prompted by this fear, the cit- 
izens of the municipality in 1887 appealed 
to the state legislature for an amendment 
to their charter.

Opinion of United States Su- 
preme Court in Oklahoma 
Land Case, 


——————eeee 


Washington, April 6—~Justice White to- 
day delivered the opinion of the United 
States supreme court in the case of 
Thomas W. Potter vs. Mary Hale, involv- 
ing claims to land in Oklahoma territory, 
growing out of the rush to settle newly 
opened land in 1889. Potter was employed 
on an Indian reservation adjoining the 
land as a pclice officer. Acting in that 
capacity, he ordered+soff the land which 
he afterward located on, people who had 
gone upon it prior to the hour fixed for 
the stampede. When that hour arrived he 
joined in the rush, and as he had ‘only a 
quarter of a mile to travel, reached it in 
advance of the others. 

The location was contested. The court 
today held that as he had taken part in 
the rush to the coveted land and had gone 
upon it from the outside he was entitled 
to the prize he had won. The decision of 
the supreme court of Oklahoma, which 
held against Potter, was: reversed. The 
court affirmed the opinion of the supreme 
court of Oklahoma in the case of Rob- 
ert L. Winebrenner vs. Edward C. For- 
ney, which was another “sooner” case. 
Forney located on land in the Cherokee 
strip, when that section was opened, en- 
tering from the Ponca Indian reservation, 
which was claimed to have been prohibit- 
ed territory.

cattle might be seen awaiting the milk- 
ing call, . 

To stop a moment and put the story in 
conerete, though dry, statistical form, 
there are here qn Sims’ place near 250 
head of cattle, including calves and 
‘yearlingr} nearly .everyone a Jersey, 
Holstein. or short horn,. with registered 
pedigree; six bulis, two of them Hol- 
steins, three Jerseys and one short horn, 
of which one of the Jerseys, a recent 
purchase, involved an outlay of $557, the 
$57 being freight charges; 150 or more 
nogs and pigs; almost all of Berkshire 
or Victoris breed; twenty mules and 
horses, two teams of the latter being 
quite expensive; and then barred Ply- 
mouth Rocks, turkeys, geese, guineas 
and other fowl which there was not time 
to count. 

‘There’s the makin’ of a good dairy 
farm here,’ said Dairyman W. H. Ap- 
pleton, who has recently come from one 
of the largest dairies in Maryland to 
take charge of Sims’ butter-making es- 
tablishment. 

There is only one sheep on the place, 
a pet; strange to say, it is not. a black 
one. 

Wihen the dairy whistle blew at 3 
o'clock today to call the cows to milking, 
visitors naturally . 
proverbial old farm bell. There it 
rusting on the ground as if it had fallen 
rom its hangings, no longer of use in 
these days of modern progress. 

And then 12% cows ready for milking 
came, without further urging, plodding 
up the hill to the big barn, each going 
direct to’ her respective stall, where the 
stanchion was, fastened and she was 
locked in. The milikmen in their white 
duck suits had gathered for the after- 
noon’s work. After seeing that-each cow 
was housed at her proper letter and num- 
ber. for, be it understood, as Herdsman 
A. B. Peet explained, each must be fed 
as the milk tests indicate she requires,

each milkman started in on his dally 
task of stripping twenty cows. Now in 
a scientific dairy such as this, they don't 
milk two cows in the same pail, but 
when one cow's product is secured it is 
weighed and a record made of her day’s 
showing. Then a smal! sample is taken 
out from day to day and at the end of a 
week the centrifugal tester tells the 
percentage of butter fat she is yielding. 
In this way her feed is regulated from 
week to week and her daily supply 1s 
just what the condition demand. This 
immense barn, 300 feet in length, conta 

stalls for 152 cows. At one end are the two 
great silos, cylindrical feed bins in which 
are stored green fodder kept for winter 
feeding. From the side of the main barn 
projects another 100 feet in length, where 
the calves and young stock is housed. 
Just beyond is the hog stable where a 
dozen sows are caring for their young of 
all ages from two days to two months, 


Detals Are Complete. 

A small tramway, used for dis- 
tributing the cattle feed, also transports 
the milk from the barn to the dairy, 
where it goes through’ the strainer and 
then the separator. From the separator 


runs a pipe line to the hog trough, whére 


the swine luxuriate in skim milk from a 
nundred cows and top off their meal 
with buttermilk when the day’s churn- 
ing is done. Cream tank, churn, engine, 
boiler, tester, separator, all of the dairy 
machinery is of the latest and mast im- 
proved pattern. Last summer it w de- 
cided that the old diary was out of’ date, 
it must be abandoned and a new one 
put in. The old dairy stands just as it 
was before it was given up, a 10-horse 
power engine, among other things, in a 
state of disuse. The new machinery was 
put in at an outlay of more than $2,000. 

From the cows now supplying milk an 
average of nearly 100 pounds of butter is 
secured per day, and the income from 
this product, practically al] of which is 
marketed in Atlanta, is between $500 and 
$600 a month. 

Another od source of income is in 
the hogs ffm which, it is said, $1,000 
worth of meat has been sold this year.

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CHATTANOOGA BANKS 
OFFER TO CAPITAL CITY 


MONG the many agratifying 

circumstances was the act of 
the Chattanooga national bank. 
This bank and the Capital City 
National have been correspondents 
for some time. Not a single officer 
or employee of either bank is per- 
sonally Known to the officers and 
employees of the other bank. How- 
ever, this Chattanooga institution 
early this morning telegraphed to 
the Capital City national: ‘Use 
us, if desired, for ‘twenty-five 
thousand dollars."" So much con- 
fidence had the Chattanooga bank 
in the integrity of the Capital City 
national that it voluntarily offered 
ald. Although assistance from 
other banks was not needed, this 
act speaks volumes as to the con- 
fidence of Chattanooga in Atlanta's 
institutions. 
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is said the summef’s supply was pur- 
chased during this period. 

It appears, so far“as Gan be gathered; 
that the difference between the income 
and the outgo is in the neighborhood of 
$1,000, decidedly in favor of .the latter. 

Thig is evidently where much of the 
Capital City national bank’s money has 
disappeared to. 

It is said. Sims first became interested 
in stock farming through acquaintance 
with L. M. Orr, who owned a small 
farm in Greene county, part of the pres- 
ent Sims place. . 8ims went into partner- 
ship with him about three years ago, his 
venture having begun about that time. 
Within'a year Sims had bought out Orr 
and added to his purchases to the ex- 
tent of 1,200 acres. Later he beught an- 
other farm of 800 acres adjoining his, 
making his total 2,000 acres, or more than 
3 square miles... 

Money Went Rapidly. 

It was then that Mr. Brown went there 
as foreman, and then began the exten- 
Sive expenditures that hastened sims’ 
downfali.. Instead of being a source of 
revenue to him, as he. toid his friends, 
the farm has been a constant expense, 
a drain upon the revenues of his em- 
ployers. 

Sims* must have spent, first and last, 
upon - Richland. Farms $50,000; perhaps a 
&reat deal more. .The original outlay for 
the land was something like $10,000 to 
$12,000, and the improvements, the stock 
and the expenses have been four or iive 
times that amount, 

Sims was mot content with dairying 
alone; he aspired to build a town. Per- 
haps he saw visions of the future when 
Richland might be the leading town of 
Greene county, surpassing even solid and 
well established Greenesboro. <A_ short 
time ago he invested $1,100 in a side track 
which the Georgia railroad put in at his 
expense, and the Richland depot is now 
about complete. 

Though yet but a# flag station, the 
Georgia's fastdst trains had begun to 
respect the Richiand signals and to stop 
for passengers when they gave the sign. 
But a few yards from the little depot 
six attractive cottages appear in different 
stages of completion, weatherboarded, 


already occupied, one by Herdsman A 
B. Peet, who had just come under con- 
tract from Costello, Pa., and the other 
by Dairyman W. H. Appleton, also a re- 
cent arrival from Hagerstown, Md. The 
other cottages would have been com- 
pleted within a few days but for the dis- 
covery of Sims’ shortage, which resulted 
in a suspension of practically all opera- 
tions except the milking of cows and the 
making of butter. It may be noted, too, 
that the hens did not stop laying. 

The introduction of chickens on the 
farm is a new departure, but like other 
features, it has deen started on a lavish 
scale, nothing but the best breed of 
Plymouth Rocks or other finer grades of 
chickens being allowed on the place. 
About 100 dozen eggs a month are being 


secured now and the product is steadily 
increasing. 
$2,000 for Telephone Line. 

A $2,000 telephone line from Greenes- 
boro to Richland Farms, pbullt at Sims’ 
expense, is nearing completion, or was 
when the crash came, and new and 
mbre magnificent residences were in con- 
templation, 

On Sunday last Mr. Brown. stood wait- 
ing at the Richland. depot for the morn- 
ing train on which Sims was expected, 
but instead -of Sinvs he secured a copy 
of The Constitution which told the story 
of the defalcation. Surprised, shocked, 
grieved, he knew not what to do or say. 
Returning to the farm he. told the em- 
Ployees what had happened. They.could 
scarce believe what they heard, but Mr. 
Brown's men know him for one who does 
not jest on such subjects. 

‘‘We were very fond of Mr. Sims here,” 
Mr. Brown said, “He was a young man 
of fine disposition and seemed in every 
way above reproach. None of us knew 
where the money spent here was coming 
from, but we had no thought but it was 
all right and harbored no suspicions. We 
thought him a lovable character in every 
respect, and I cannot tell you how deeply 
grieved I was to learn the awful news. 
There's a good property here for some- 
body and it ought to be kept together, 
for I believe it can, with careful manage- 
ment, be deleveloped to a point where it 
will prove quite profitable.” 


Making an Inventory. 
A. J. Smith, of Atlanta, formerly a resi- 
dent of Greene county, went to Richland 


Farms yesterday as a representative of 
the Capital City national bank to make 
an inventory of the property. Mr. Smith 
thought, from information given 
him in Atlanta, that he would finish his 
work within a few hours and catch the 
afternoon train back to Atlanta. ' 

He is still there and will probably still 
be there a day or two longer. More 
than half the day had gone when he had 
completed the inventory of the commis- 
sary, containing a stock of about $600, 
and then he had only begun the work. 

“T am astonished, almost dumfound- 
ed,"’ Mr. Smith" said today, “at the ex- 
tent of this place.

Friends of Capital. City Bank Pour Thousands Into 
Its Vaults---Not Even the, Semblance of a 
Run Caused by Defalcation. 


More than half a million dollars was 
deposited in the Capital City National 
bank yesterday, while only $47,094.06 was 
withdrawn. 

These figures appear almost beyond 
credente, and the public at large, at first 
glance, would have good reason for being 
somewhat skeptical as well as astound- 
ed. The officers of the bank themselves 
had no idea of the splendid way in which 
the friends and patrons of the tnstitution 
had rallied to its support until the cash 
was counted and the books balanced. 

Of the great sum*which poured into’ the 
coffers of the bank from 9 a. m. to 2 p. m., 
$221,626.61 was deposited in the ordinary 
course of business by customers in the 
city of Atlanta. The balance—something 
over $300,000—came in from bdnks in va- 


‘rlous parts of the south which afe in the 


habit of keeping deposits here for the 
sake of convenience In the matter of ex- 
change. The.exact sum of these deposits 
coming from the outside is not given for 
the very good reason that the clerical 
force of the bank found itself unequal to 
the task of counting and checking such 
an enormous quantity of currency dur- 
ing the course of one day, although not 
a man left the bank until long after his 
usual time. 

At 6 o’clock last night, however, the 
day’s business was sufficiently well in 
hand for Cashier Kontz to announce that 
the bank then had on deposit $400,000 more 
than it had at the closing hour Saturday. 

Directors in Session. 

A meeting of tne board of directors 
was convened immediately after banking 
hours, every member being present. All 
the facts as to the peculations of Sims 
gathered by the bank’s officers assisted 
by expert accountants, as well as the 
facts as to the money and property hold- 
ings of the young man, were carefully 
gone into and: discussed. After the meet- 
ing, which adjourned at 6 o’clock, one 
of the directors said that a much larger 
Sum would be recovered than was at first 
expected. 

It is not now believed that Sims has 
any of the money hidden away, or that 
he lost it in unfortunate speculations. 
His farm in Greene county, inclduing the 
Stock and farming inplements, according 
to the valuation placed upon it yesterday 
by a Greene county man, who is familiar 
with every inch of it, is worth in the 
neighborhood of $40,000, perhaps more. It 
is believed that Sims has spent fuliy 
$30,000 on the place in improvements and 
experiments. This.added to the original 
purchase price of the 2,000 acres, woula 
represent an expenditure of a sum ap- 
proximating $60,000. While none of the 
directors would say anything on this 
point, men famililar with the banking 
business, who have carefully studied the 
collection clerk’s method of stealing, are 
of the opinion that during the period of 
years, over which his peculations ex- 
tended, he must have paid to the benk 
many’ thousands of dollars in interest on 
raised notes.

“Sims was crazy on the subject of 
cattle-raising and farming. He often 
spoke to me of the great fortune that he 
intended to realize from his place when 
his ideas were uevelopea.” I couldnt 
quite see it that way, but the boy seemeu 
to have great confidence in his abiiity to 
become independently wealthy within « 
few years.. I don’t believe the Kea of 
leaving the country ever entered his 
head.” 

The directors of the bank when they 
emerged from the conference, were in the 
best of spirits and the unanimous senti- 
ment expressed was, ‘“‘Great is Atianta.”’ 
One unfamiliar with the circumstances 
would have thought that they had just 
declared a quartely dividend. At first 
it was decided. to promulgate a letter 
thanking he bank's patrons for their eup- 
port and confidence in time of need, bbut 
upon ‘further consideration this action 
was deemed unnecessary. 

“The amount of the defalcation has” 
been transferred to the profit and loss 
column,” sand Cashier Kontz, “and our 
surplus is unimpaired. We knew the 
amount fo a cent and a few days’ work 
is all that will be necessary to straighten 
Out the books. Our business today was 
phenomenal, many new accounts _being 
tendered. The bank is, and at ail times 
has been entirely solvent. Nevertheless, 
we are duly grateful to our friends fer 
their confidence and good wishes.” 

At no time yesterday was there any- 
thing which opproximated a run on the 
Capital City bank. Syrians and other 
foreigners in Atlanta have on deposit in 
the bank about $20,00. It was expected 
that this would be withdrawn early in 
the day, but such was not the case. One 
Syrian woman with’r@w $2,000 at 9:02 
o'clock and before 10 was back trying tv 
redeposit it. Her, request was refused. 

Receiving Teller Busy. 

Many amusing incidents occurred dur- 
ing the day. While there was no lire at

teller had more than he could do and at 
noon two lines were formed. Now and 
then a frenzied depositor would rush in,’ 
gaze wiidiy about and fall inte Mane.

Dublin, Ga., April 6.—(Spectat.)—Today 
at noon at Danville, a station. on the 
line of the Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
road, Ed Spears, assistant agent at Al- 
lentown, was shot and mortally wounded 
by William Wynn. 

The shooting occurred on the depot 
platform at Danville and there were no 
eye witnesses. 

Spears has been unable to make any 
statement concerning the shooting. 

Wynn claims that he and Spears had a 
previoug difficulty and that he was asked 
by Spears to retract what he had said 
about him; that he refused and that 
Spears pulled a pistol out and that he 
(Wynn) then pulled his pistol and shot 
Spears. 

The ball from Wynn's pistol entered 
Spears’ head just above the left ear and 
is now lodged against the right temple. 

Spears had gone te Danville to make 
his report as assistant agent to the Dan- 
ville agent, who has charge of both of- 
fices. . 

The agent, W. R. Haynes, was absent 
from the depot. Spears’ pistol was found 
at his feet, where it had been dropped. 

Wynn was arrested by Danville citi- 
zens and wes held until the sheriff could 
come from Jeffersonville and carry him 
to that place to put him in jail. 

Spears will hardly live through the 
night. There is absolutely no hope for 
his recovery. His father, J. L. Spears, 
is one of the best citizens of Twiggs 
county.

Paris, April 6.—Mrs, Horace Porter, wife 
of the American ambassador, died here 
suddenly at 5 o’clock this afternoon from 
congestion, following a chill.

Better Tone Prevailed After An Easier 
Opening in Grain. 


WHEAT GAINED A QUARTER.

Chicago, April 6—A better tone pre- 
vyailed in both the grain and provision 
pits today, and, after an easier opening, 
May wheat closed 1-4c higher with corn 
and oats unchanged. fProvisions ‘were 
from 5 to 12 1-2c higher. 

The early news was decidedly against 
the wheat ‘market, the amount on pass- 
age showing a large increase with a 
liberal increase in the world’s shipmefits, 
together with foreign markets weak. 
Under these influences there was heavy 
liquidation in May at the start and open- 
ing prices were lower, May being off

The firmness resulting 
from this demand was made more pro- 
nounced by the decrease of 1,333,000 bush- 
els in the visible supply, which caused 
a strong tone late in the day, the close 
being at the top, with May 1-4c higher at 
73 3-4@73 7-8c. Clearances of wheat and 
flour were equal to 617,000 bushels. Pri- 
mary receipts were 623,000 bushels, against 
340,000 bushels a year ago. Minneappolis 
and Duluth reported receipts of 391 cars, 
which, with local receipts of 48 cars, 
none of contract grade, made total re- 
ceipts for three points of 493, against 498 
last week and 287 a year ago.

Horse Trade Made in Police Court 
With Recorder As Refree. 


NEW YORK LADY BUYS HORSE 


J. S. Moss, Old Man from Buckhead, 
Arrested for Cruelty to Animal. 
Unusual Scene Transpired. 
When Fair Spectator 
Made Bid. 


* 


The horse had been condemned as too 
worthless to travel upon the streets. The 
owner, an old man with flowing gray 
beard, stood in the court room weeping 
like a child. The inexorable law .was 
about to take from him his only means of 
support. and, besides, he loved the horse 
that had hauled him around on his little 
farm for many a day. Recorder Broyles 
was perplexed. Under the law the horse 
could not be allowed to go on the streets 
again, and yet he disliked to.take.the 
animal from its devoted owner. 

“Judge,” satd the old man in a quiver- 
ing voice, “I hate to see the horse killed, 
but if it must be done I am powerless 
to save his life; but won't the city pay 
me for him? If 1 could only get a few 
dollars with which to buy another horse 
the loss would not be so great.’’ 

Then there arose in the court a lady 
and she bought the horse with the as- 
sistance of the court. It was the-first 
time the recorder #ad ever conducted a 
horse sale in his court, but he was will- 
ing to waive all precedents. The case 
was such an unusual one. 

It was:early yesterday morning that 
J. S. Moss, an aged citizen of Buckhead, 
was arrested for. cruelty to an animal. 
He had a little calico horse hitched to a 
heavy wagon and the poor brute could 
scarcely walk. The old man was locked 
up, and the horse was taken to the sta- 
ble at police barracks. 

Yesterday afternoon Moss was arraign- 
ed in the recorder’s court. Dr. A. R. 
Alley testified that he reported the case, 
but did not wish to see the poor old man 
punished. He only wished the horse 
taken care of. 

Dr. W..E. Carnes, the veterinary sur- 
geon, stated that the horse had the “big 
head,’’ ‘a rheumatic trouble, and some 
person had treated the animal for swin- 
ney, only making him worse: The horse 
was too fegble to walk back to the coun- 
try 

Moss was asked why he drove such a 
horse, and he replied: 

“I swapped a mule for the little cal- 
ico pony and I thought I was getting a 
good bargain. I paid $27 for the mule. 
I came to town to get some slop for 
my pigs.’’ : 

He broke down and wept and said if 
he was not paid something for the herse 
he would be almost ruled. 

H. R. MouWar, of New York, was pres- 
ent with his wife. They had seen the 
horse on the street. Mrs. Mollar is a 
cousin of Henry . Berg, the man who 
founded the New York Society for the 
Preventiou of Cruelty to Animals. 

Mrs. Mollar arose and said if the old 
man: would take a reasonable price for 
the’ horse she would ‘buy it. 

Moss wanted §$20.. Dr. Carnes said the 
horse was woréhless, but might bring as 
much as $7 in a wagon yard. 

“You can’t get $20 for the horse,’ the 
recorder told’the prisoner. ‘‘You had bet- 
ter take anything you can get, for you 
cannot take the horse on the. street 


{| again.” 


Finally Moss agreed to take $10. Mrs. 
Mollar paid $7 and Dr, Carnes $3 of the 
amount. The old man wiped the tears 
from his eyes, pocketed his money and 
started off for Buckhead. 

Dr. Carnes went to the stable lot and 
killed the horse by shooting him with a 
pistol. 


Russian Censorship. 


“The World's Work’: According to 
the experience of the last twenty years 
in, Russian’ journalism, if. a paper suc- 
ceeds it will be suppressed; if it is not 
suppressed it must forego success. The 
Russian papers are forever oscillating be- 
tween these two goals. Even the biack- 
est, dyed-in-the-woo] reactionary sheet 
realizes from time to time that it must 
make a bid for popular favor by printing 
something if ought not to print and 
thereby risking or actually incurring 
penalties, even suppression, simply to in- 
crease again its dwindling subscription 
list. Even the most liberal sheets must 
at times spread ‘the cloak of reactionism 
Over their columns in order to save them- 
selves from annihilation. __ 

There are two classes of newspapers 
in Russia—the so-called ‘‘censor-free”’ 
and the “‘censored.” The ‘‘censor-free’’ 
paper is, of course,-a'misnomer, for it 
is not only subject to censorship, but is 
also forbidden from printing whole de- 
partments of legitimate news, and many 
specific items. But, after all, it enjoys 
more latitude than the “censored’” pa- 
pers. The latter, which print only news. 
comment, editorials, literary matter of 
every description, criticism, etc., approved 
by the censor, as testified by his signa- 
ture on every proof slip, run, of course, 
no danger. But such censored papers 
have neither influence nor a large number 
of readers. Financially they lead a very 
precarious existence, and are never heard 
of outside their immediate neighborhood.

Some- 
times there is an appearance as of flames 
issuing symmetrically from opposite sides 
and uniting above in a single fet. which 
disappears to give place to another 
formed in the same way. These phe- 
nomena, according to M. Prinz, are due 
to horizontal layers of air of different 
density, which refract the sun’s light. 
Some such appearance of the solar disk 
at sunrise may have originated the fa- 
miliar legend that, on Easter morning, 
the sun dances as he ‘rises.

Goes For County Board 
Through Legis- 
‘ lature, 


That Councilman Terrell will continue 
his endeavors to have the municipality 
receive a return for the money pald in 
county taxes is evidenced b¥ the resolu- 
tion he introduced during the session of 
council yesterday afternoon, 

The resolution provides that the Iegis- 
lature be requested to adapt such an act 
as will compel the county commissioners 
to give the city return by working the 
convicts on the streets of the municipal- 
ity. His measure was referred to the 
committee on ordinances and legislation, 
of which Councilman Winn is chair- 
men. 

It is as follows: 


“Whereas, the county of Fulton, by 
reason of excessive and unfair assess- 
ments, taxes the citizens of Fulton coun- 
ty to the extent of realizing for itself and 
state .a sum approximating one-tenth of 
the entire tax Tregelpts of the state of 
Georgia, and 

“Whereas, by reason of said unfair and 


| irregular method of assessments the city 


of Atlanta pays practically 75 per cent 
of the taxes of Fulton county, and 

“Whereas, said city receives from said 
county practically nothing in return for 
Sald excessive and enormous taxes, but 
the county authorities expend same 
without the limits of the city of Atlanta 
and without reference to the improve- 
ments of the public thoroughfares of the 
city, and 

“Whereas, this state of affairs has ex- 
isted for many years to the immense det- 
riment of the city and loss to the citi- 


zens thereof both as to the taxes paid. 


and the absence of returns therfor; there- 
fore, be it ' 

“Resolved by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, as fol- 
lows: 

“1. That the géneral assembly of Geor- 
gia at the approaching session be memo- 
rialized to pass a general law whereby 
the county authorities, whether commis- 
sioners or ordinary in charge of county 
affairs, shall be required to work upon 
the streets of all cities in their respective 
counties whose population exceeds sev- 
enty thousand, each and every convict, 
during the terms of their respective sen- 
tences, when said convicts are sent to 
and imprisoned by said authorities for 
crimes committed within the limits of 
said city. This provision shall not take 
from said counties the management, con- 
trol and custody of said convicts, but 
shall compel and require them to work 
said convicts on the streets of said cities. 

‘28. That a copy of this resolution. be 
furnished the senator from this district 
and representatives from this county, un- 
der the seal of the general council, with 
the request that the views herein express- 
ed shall be enacted into a law at the ap-

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April 6—The stock market 
showed a considerable degree of strength 
this morning, but prices ran off on the 
good news of the day, showing the con- 
tinued disposition of holders to realize 
in a good market. From the stock ex- 
change standpoint the dissolution of the 
temporary injunction against ‘the voting 
of the Southern Pacific stock held by Un- 
ion Pacific was regarded as good news in 
the sense that it was favorable to higher 
prices... Speculative Wall. street has en- 
tered little into the merits of, the specu- 
lative contentions of the two. sides to: the 
Southern Pacific quarrel regarding cor- 
poration policy in the disposition of earn-~ 
ings, but there has been an uneasy sense 
that the questions raised in the dispute 
carried a threat of grave consequences 
to many farereaching arrangements by 
railroad corporations. The question of 
the right cf a railroad corporation to 
own stock of a competing line is one 
that involves some of the most impor- 
tant arrangements made during the re- 
cent era of building up of community of 
interest amongst railroads, The judicial 
decision refusing to make permanent the 
injunction against the Union Pacific's in- 
terests was /accepted as encouraging by 
holders of securities. The disposition to 
realize was emphasized by the granting 
ef an appeal to a higher court and the 
indefinite postponement of thg Southern 
Pacific annual meeting, Immediately af- 
ter the announcement of the decision, 
Union Pacific rose 2 1-8 over Saturday, 
Most of the active list at that time show- 
ed gains of between 1 and 2 points, with 
Pennsylvania, St, Paul and Canadian Pa- 
cific conspicuousiy strong. As a result of 
the late selling movement, nothing but 
fractions were left to these advances, 
and the tone at the closing was easy and 
intensely dull. The decidedly easier tone 
of the call money market was also an in- 
fluence early In the strength of the mar- 
ket, Money rates were jlower in London, 
and there was an appearance in the mar- 
ket. here of bankers’ loan bills.

“Huckleberry Finn’s’’ Home Burned. 


Hannibal,“ Mo., Telegram to The §t 
Louis Globe-Democrat: By tbe burning 
of the old Kreigbaum property, on North 
street, Sunday, one of the old landmarks 
of Hannibal was removed. The house 
was the old home of Tom Blankenship. 
known as “Huckleberry Finn,” given 
prominence by Mark Twain. bey prop- 
erty was built before the war, and, pass 
ing from the possession of the Blanken- 
ship family, it was purchased by Deaaer 
ick Foss, who later sold it to ©. C. 
Kreigbaum. He had owned it for several 
years. For years the house has been ou 
cupied by colored families. -The house 
stands on the opposite side of the block 
in which the boyhood home of Mark 
Twain is located. When the distinguisned 
humorist was in Hannibal last summer 
he visited the place with some of his old 
playmates, and, standing in the street in 
front of it, interestingly related some of 
the pranks of Tom Biankenship—‘‘Huchis- 
berry Finn.”
